when she succeeds on a song, as she does on the 
Aljarreau-ish “Love on'Ibp,” it’s hard to under- 
stand what she was trying to prove.

You know how they 
say that the simplest 
solution is sometimes 
the best solution? 
Maybe that’s why a 
handful of local bar 
and restaurant owners 
have christened their 
businesses with the 
most straightforward names possible, from 
Beer (a Wrigleyville brew bar) to Crust (a 
Wicker Park pizzeria) to Waffles (a coming- 
soon South Loop spot serving ... waffles). 
Same goes for Brunch, a new River North 
cafe serving everyone’s favorite combo meal 
of breakfast and lunch. 

Take a seat: Solo diners, the breakfast bar 
provides prime seating for coffee refills and 
speedy dish delivery A light-filled dining 
room has plenty of space for groups stop- 
ping in for workday lunch breaks or weekend 
jaunts. 

Sharing is caring: I love that there’s a 
“sharefare” section that applies the small- 
plates trend to brunch with dishes such 


as pigs-in-a-blanket bites ($6), tea-braised 
chicken salad crostini ($7) and strawberry- 
stuffed French toast bites ($7). I had high 
hopes for the fruit tree ($7), described as a 
“signature hanging fresh fruit display,” but 
was disappointed to find out that it’s really 
just a bowl of fruit served with bunch of 
grapes dangling from one of those kitchen- 
store banana hangers. Lame. 

Good eggs: Paying homage to that gigantic 
egg on the sign outside, there’s no shortage 
of skillets and omelets, including build-your- 
own options, all made with organic eggs. 
There’s a traditional eggs Benedict ($10), but 
it was a variation with roasted pork ($12) that 
caught my attention— and held it with zesty 
tender meat and chipotle hollandaise. 

Sweet stuff: Zero in on the “griddle” 
section for cream cheese glaze-drizzled red 
velvet pancakes ($9), a whole-wheat waffle 
with orange-lemon marmalade ($8) and a 
baked-to-order caramelized apple pancake 
($8). The chocolate and dried cherry French 
toast ($11) with peanut butter whipped cream 
sounds like a sugar bomb, but it’s surprisingly 
restrained in its sweetness, with tart cherries 


buried in the bread. A generous helping of 
smooth-as-silk whipped cream on top adds 
to the dish rather than overloading it. 

Caffeine fix: If you find yourself question- 
ing the randomness of the mug your coffee or 
tea arrives in (mine was printed with “jones- 
dairyfarm.com”) allow me to explain that 
it’s a direct result of Brunch’s mug recycling 
program. Bring your own mug to donate to 
the cause if you like. 


Bottom iine: On weekdays. Brunch seems 
to be busier during the lunch hour than 
mornings, when it’s quiet enough to overhear 
staffers talking about how badly they need an 
energy drink. As the word gets out about the 
place’s delicious dishes, I expect to see bigger 
crowds all week long.
